than aCurſe, Too much Magnifying of 
Man or Matter, doth irritate Contradii- 
| on, and procure Enuie and Scorne. To 
| Praiſe a Mans fc]fe, cannot be Decent, 


| exceptit bein rarc Caſes : But to Praiſe a | 


| Mans Office or Profcllion, he may doeit 


Magnanimitic. The Cardinals of Rome; 
Which are Theologues, and Friars, and 
Schoole-men, hauc a Phraſe of Notable
